SWIFTLY EOASTTOO CBOWD. 


The tumultuous struggle had been from 


tbe first a loathsome, unreasoning fear; a 
moment's coolness, • moment's cessation 
of the frightful effort to wedge down- 
ward, would ha re given life to alL The 
time came, however, when the faithful 
Merrill, stripped almost of clothing and 
burned beyond recognition, had to give

catastrophe a half dozea heavy sleepers 
bad found tardiness their salvation from 
the potato patch, and they darted into the 
timber bell, which had been carefully 
burned ont long before to keep the fire 
from the houses. Here, prone on the 
ground, they protected themselves while 
tbe mad crowd not ten yards away roast- 
ed in their blindness. The falling tree* 
could be guarded against, bnt nothing 
could save from the encompassing fire in 
the clearing.). One came, too, whose trail 
chance o£ life the meanest creature, strug- 
gling in tbat hot pit, would not have re- 
fused, an old tottering, half blind, tremb- 
ling woman, mother to the owner of the 
mill. She must have been foryotlea in 


—not only at, bnt in it Six people flung 
themselves into this last resort, counting 
confidently on it as a place of security. 
Finally, when crippled by the Are, and 
exhausted by his long efforts, the young 
man Merrill threw himielf Into that 
crowded pit also, the place was packed. 
Even here hU presence of mind was all 
that saved a life where a life had very Itt- 
tle chance. The frail wooden curbing 
above tho month had taken fire, and tbo 
flames began to run downward fiercely. 
The paralyzed group dared not put ont 
their heads lest tbe flames should smother 
them. Bnt Merrill, without sa instant's 
hesitation, uprose and flung tbe dangerous 
thing away, and the barn-master, hovering 
abont tbe edge of the woods, presently „ 
refreshed the smothered victims by • 
bucketful of water. The well was not-

The flames sweeping savagely over 
the clearing, lurched and spit dowa 
hatefully into tbe crowded pit, aad 
soon tbe bloody blaze from within indi- 
cated tbe fate of tbe inmates.

Tbe Triumph Bill and Alleghe- 


ny River Water Works. 


This important enterprise, which was 


projected in September last by Messri. 
A. Y. M, Spragne and H. D. MoNaugh- 
ton, of this city, is now in successful op- 
eration, and but a short time must elapse 
before the company will be enabled to 
meet the dsmands of every producer in 
the Triumph oil district 
The object of 


the undertaking has thus been entirely 
accomplished, and its results must more 
than fulfill the expectations of the gentle- 
men who originated and carried out the 
project. Heretofore the producers of the 
Triumph district havo labored under the 
disadvantages of a scant supply of water, 
and it 
being 
strongly 
impregnated 


with 
salt 
acd 
mineral;, 
the 


boilers were rapidly inorustated and explo- 
sions verea matter of very frequent oc- 
currence. Mr. Spragne conceived tho idea 
of furnishing'an artificial supply by means 
of steam pumps, from the nearest point on 
tbe .oJlegheny, conveying the water by 
threo inch mains to a superior elevation, 
and distributing it from tbenoo to all 
points required on the adjacent territory. 
The idea was no sooner conceived than put 
in practical operation, end it has been 
pushed forward with Mr. Spragne's char- 
acteristic energy to successful completion. 
On Tuesday last we visited Triumph, and 
had tbe satisfaction of examining the 
works and witnessing the modus operand! 
of this novel experiment. The pumping 
station is situated at the month of Grove 
Bun, on the Allegheny, about two miles 
balow Tidioute. Tho machinery consists 
of a sixty-horse power boiler and two 
mammoth steam pumps of forty-horse 
power each. From thi» point the water ia 
forced through two three-inch pipes a 
distance cf two and a half miles, to the 
highest point opposite Triumph, overcom- 
ing an elevation ol seven hundred feet. 
This is the distributing point, whence the 
water fiows through two-inch pipes to 
every portion of tbo producing territory, 
supplying about three hundred wells, and 
having a capacity, when tbe system is 
fully completed, of supplying five hundred 
wells. 


The pumping is' continuous and of 


course the supply ia never failing. The 
pipes are trenched deeply enough for pro- 
tection against frost, and a hydrant is 
placed at every point of discharge for regu- 
lating tho supply. The fee charged by 
the company ia one dollar per day for 
each well. The cost of the works, wo are 
informed, was nearly fuO.OOO. The en- 
terprise is put at once on apayiag footing, 
and must prove a source of constantly in- 
creiiaing revenue. The duration of walls 
in the Triumph district is very listing, 
and tho territoiy has proved very prolific 
for many years past. Ten new wells were 
drilling on the occasion of onr visit last 
Tuesday. Mr. Jonathan Watson has about 
forty wells bore, and Mr. J. W. Humphrey 
is pumping five. Tbe production of tho 
Triumph Oil Company for the past month 
has beon 415 barrels per day.
